His Excellency, the Governor-General, 
has definite proof that there is a Santa 
Claus and that he lives in the far north of 
Canada. He met him, in fact, during 
the past summer when he made a trip to 
the Western Arctic by the Mackenzie 
River route. This is the story as it was 
told to the writer by a member of the 
party that accompanied Lord Tweedsmuir 
oa this journey by river boat and portage 
transport arranged by the Hudson’s Bay 
Company: 

"We left Good Hope on the Mackenzie 
River about half past seven o’clock in the 
evening and had not proceeded many 
miles down stream when we were hailed 
by a canoe containing tbe queerest collec¬ 
tion of individuals. The ship hove to, to 
allow the canoe to come alongside, and 
oat stepped a funny little man with a red 
face, wearing a parka and muskrat skins 
trailing all around him. Following him 
was a tall, dignified gentleman with a long 
white beard, dressed in a very “Ornate 
white moose-skin coat and leggings. Be¬ 
lied him was a large man in a yellow 
parka carrying a tom-tom and snow shoes 
and also generously adorned with furs of 
various kinds. 

‘The little man in front suddenly pro¬ 
claimed in a loud voice, ‘Make way for 
His Most Enfrosted Majesty’. ... Of 
course we were approaching the Arctic 
Circle and this was King Santa Claus, 
accompanied by the Arctic Bard and 
Priest, arriving to examine us before 
allowing us through. The captain was 
asked several searching questions, but 
Santa Claus eventually was satisfied and 
•rdered his Bard to read the proclamation 
allowing His Excellency to proceed and 
giving him a welcome to the north. It 
was the general opinion that this was the 
first time that any ceremony comparable 
to crossing the equator had been enacted

‘The great difference between Fort 
Simpson and previous posts along the 
route was the wonderful gardens. All 
sorts of vegetables were grown and some¬ 
body even had produced melons. His 
Excellency was presented there with a 
square of caribou skin on which had been 
beautifully worked a map of the Mack¬ 
enzie River showing his route from Edmon¬ 
ton to Aklavik. 

"Talking of gardens, the fathers and 
lay brpther running the mission at the 
moment at Good Hope are keen gar¬ 
deners. It was amazing for the party to 
see a fine crop of vegetables so far north. 
In fact, the fathers are carrying out 
experiments in crop growing for the 
Dominion Experimental Farms. The 
most striking thing at the Fort, however, 
was the Roman Catholic Church built 
seventy years ago by Father Petitot, 
assisted by Father Ancel, members of the 
Oblate Order. Originally the church was 
built without nails and all building and 
and carving done by mission art of local 
materials. The barrel ceiling was painted 
blue and spattered with gold stars. 
Around the walls were decorative paint¬ 
ings in vivid colors produced by mixing 
local dyes with fish oil. The Indians were 
attracted by the bright colors. To make 
them feel more at home, Petitot gave the 
various angels dark hair and eyes instead 
of the more usual golden hair and blue 
eyes. 

"A feature of the Btay at Fort Mac- 
pherson was a walk along the river bank 
to the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
kennels. In the North West Territories 
all dogs have to be tethered during the 
summer to prevent danger to the popula¬ 
tion. They are tied to a stake, usually oa 
the sea shore, by a not very long steel 
chain. Owing to the good fishing in the 
river at Fort Macpherson, the police col-

ings for a Merry Christmas and a 
hearty Cheerio! 


crossing the Arctic Circle and we hope 
it is not the last.” 

The expedition had been on its way 
"down north” for several days after set¬ 
ting sail when the incident occurred. 
First it was necessary to fare forth on a 
scow pushed by a steamboat down the 
Clearwater, because of low water, to 
ranch the stern wheeler, "Athabasca 
River,” in which the first part of the voy¬ 
age was made. Then there was an eight¬ 
een mile portage from Fort Fitzgerald to 
Fort Smith—named after Donald Smith, 
afterwards Lord Strathcona—and embar¬ 
kation there on the “Distributor," a sim¬ 
ilar but slightly larger edition of the 
"Athabasca River.” 

A query, “His Excellency does not mind 
hardships in travel?" was met by a prompt 
answer, ‘There really were not any and I 
do want to say how excellent the arrange¬ 
ments were made by the Hudson's Bay 
Company. Lord Tweedsmuir had a most 
comfortable cabin, in fact two knocked 
into one, I think. The cook took very 
good care of us. Of course, it got colder 
as we want towards the Arctic, but that 
•imply wa* a matter of putting on an 
■ctra sweater. 

"We were quite an imposing processional 
as we advanced through lake and river. 
The Distributor,’ a flat bottomed boat, 
had two flat bottomed scows, about one 
hundred feet long, secured one ahead of 
the other in front. These scows were 
loaded with provisions, petrol, etc., for the 
northern posts. On the roofs were secured 
canoes, dog sleds, with a liberal supply 
of dried fiah which was to be used as dog 
feed during the winter. We also had 
quit* a floating farmyard and barnyard 
ehorns in the > mornings. The ‘Diatrib- 
ator* was used as a restaurant by thn 
inhabitants of each post where she stayed 
long enough for a meal. For the can¬ 
asta ption of the passengers and visitors 
than war* carried three bullocks, two 
dbaap, three pig*, one turkey, *bout two 


the north. It is curious how the latest 
mechanical devices are used there not to 
complicate but to simplify life. At the 
pleasant and historic post, Fort Chippe- 
wan, His Excellency was shown a replica 
of a sundial which Sir John Frankiln 
erected during one of his visits to enable 
the Indians to tell the time. The present 
one is on the original site but the Indians 
prefer to get their time by radio. 

At each stop practically the whole pop¬ 
ulation turned out to greet and welcome 


dren from the Roman Catholic school, the 
girls dressed in black with white Eton 
collars, were at the pier at Fort Resolu¬ 
tion and waved assorted flags. At Prov¬ 
idence the children from the Roman 
Catholic school presented a picturesque 
appearance in bright colors, pinks, browns, 
purples, with gay green scarves on their 
heads.

bers of his Canadian family which he had 
travelled so many miles to visit. He 
went to the new Anglican hospital at 
Aklavik and formally opened it—although 
it actually was open arid serving twenty- 
six patients. The famous Bishop Fleming 
of the Arctic had come for the great occa¬ 
sion and was there when inspection was 
made of the Anglican cathedral which is 
being built M Eskimo and Indian labor. 
The only ^iail put in the edifice by a white 
man was driven in the chancel steps by 
the Governor-General. 

It was the intention to leave by aero¬ 
plane for Herschel Island the following 
morning but the weather was unsuitable. 
A start was made for Tuktayaktuk, or for 
short, Tuktuk, later in the day. It was 
discovered that "Aklavik from the air was 
a most amazing sight, with 
number of lakes and 
more water than land. 

Tuktuk has been given the name of 
Port Brabant by the Geographic Board, 
but the old one sticks. As in every place 
else, everyone was on the beach with * 
welcome when His Excellency arrived at 
the poet established in 1934 at a harbor of 
the name, twenty miles north east of the 
eastern outlet of the Mackenzie River.

An Economic Basis 

The request for an inquiry was made by the Manitoba premier largely] 
on the premise that if such a step would be wise in the long run the Cana- j 
dian people should know about it and that a pronouncement on the scheme j 
by an impartial and competent body would carry great weight, and coupled ] 
with that was an expression of his own opinion that “in the long run it i 
would be of very great advantage to Western Canada and Canada as a 1 


While admitting great practical difficulties would have to be overcome, j 
Premier Bracken's opinion is based on the assumption that it wSuld be an 
economic measure, stating that considerable governmental savings would ■ 
be effected and that these savings would “increase with time." 

Heralded, quite correctly, by one western newspaper as a “hardy 1 
perennial”, the question has at the present time aroused a more than normal j 
public interest and this fact is due to a widespread popular opinion that ! 
something big, perhaps something spectacular has to be done to lift thej 
West out of the slough of despond in which it has become mired as a result 
of the depression. 

If it were not for the financial burden laid upon the West on account 
of conditions of the past few years it is doubtful whether the proposal I 
would have created any greater ripple on the body politic than it has done’ 
when the suggestion was advanced on previous occasions. 


Eskimos Not Immune 


As a matter of fact the question is quite an old one. As far back as j 
1904 and 1905 when the provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan were in j 
process of formation it was a lively political issue, a strong body of opinion j 
at that time contending that the North West Territories could best be ad-j 
ministered as a single province. Since that time the proposal has bobbed j 
up periodically, hut was usually regarded more as a political than an ] 
economic question and discussion was largely academic.

While the Manitoba premier sees in amalgamation economies in ad -1 
ministrative costs and progressive economy as time marches on, the Sas-1 
katchewan section of the United Farmers of Canada are not so optimistic 
on that ground, for, in a brief submitted to the Rowell Commission in 
Regina they declared that “the immediate saving in expenditure by a re-1 
duction in the number of legislative numbers and civil service officials] 
would not be very impressive”, but they support the amalgamation proposal ] 
and go further than Premier Bracken for they ask that it be put into effect j 
without any suggestion of a preliminary inquiry, “as a means of attaining. 
greater efficiency in government.” This efficiency, they suggest, would en- j 
sue by having the agricultural policy of the whole area “directed and co¬ 
ordinated by one set of officials” and urge that similar increased efficiency! 
would accrue in the administrations of such departments as public health, 
the treasury, natural resources, highways and telephones.

So many people ask the above ques-, 
tion that even at the risk of monotony | 
we reprint a story which appeared a 
‘considerable time ago in Maclean’s 
Magazine, and which was written by 
Mrs. Freda Graham Bundy, of Cowley. 

“In the Canadian Rockies, on the 
border-line between Alberta and 
British Columbia, lie two beautiful 
blue-green lakes, the Crows Nest Pass 
lakes. A short distance away, an 
isolated peak rears its bald and round¬ 
ed dome, the Crows Nest mountain. 

A few miles to the eastward there is 
a draw between two mountains, where 
daily the C.P.R. train winds its way 
like a sinuous, black snake, over what 
is known as the Crows Nest Line, and 
the draw is the notefi Crows Nest Pass. 

“All this is on the transcontinental 
highway and through the summer I 
months, thousands of tourists, whiz¬ 
zing by, gaze in admiration at the 
cool, green lakes and the dome-like] 
mountain, and consulting the inevit¬ 
able ‘Waghom’s,’ consisently remark: 
‘Why the name — Crows Nest?' 
numerable times during the past 
twenty years the same words have 
passed the lips of many. 

“Many theories have been advanced 
as to the origin of the name, but all 
have been mere suppositions and hav¬ 
ing heard such a variety of sugges¬ 
tions, I resolved to find, if possible] 
the authentic origin. 

“Knowing that Rev. W. R. Haynes, 
of St. Cyprian’s Mission, Brocket, has 


been among the Indians for years, 
and speaks their language well, I 
consulted him with this result: 

‘Between the years 1852 and 1854, 
the Blood, Blackfeet and Peigans were 
living together as one nation, speak¬ 
ing one language. They had, of 
course, no reserves at this time, but 
wandered from place to place, where- 
ever the buffalo, their chief source of 
food, were to be found. 

'The three tribes, Blood, Blackfeet 
and Peigan, known then as the Black- 
foot nation, had their camp at this 
time on the St. Mary’s river, near 
where the city of Lethbridge now 
stands. 

'Across the border, in the United 
States, was a tribe of Indians known 
as the Crows. For some time, un¬ 
known to the Blackfeet, this tribe 
had been coming across the line and 
stealing horses. All was in their 
favor for a time, but there came a 
day when their depredations were 
discovered and the Blackfeet gath¬ 
ered their forces to attack the mar¬ 
auders, who were camped under or 
close to this isolated dome-shaped 
mountain. 

“A terrific battle took place in 
which the Crows were all killed and 
the Blackfeet returned to their camp, 
complete victors. 

“Tile ambush in which thq Crows 
had been hiding was called thereafter 
the drows Nest and the field of -battle 
is now covered by the Frank snide.”

However, Sherman came here from 
Nebraska at the time the railroad was 
being pushed through the mountains. 
He came up with a companion either 
with a bull team or saddle horses, 
intending to go to the Klondike in 
’97. Something happened, one of the 
two fell sick or some relatives back 
home wanted a helping hand to har¬ 
vest the corn crop. The companion 
went back, and he took sick on his 
Nebraska farm and died, leaving Sher¬ 
man alone to either go on to the Klon¬ 
dike or do as he pleased. He decided 
that as the ranch on which he had 
settled as a homestead looked ideal 
for raising a few head of cattle, be¬ 
ing in the shadow of Crows Nest 
mountain, he would stay, and he has 
remained in the same old spot a few 
miles west of Coleman, where his 
buildings are familiar to all who have 
travelled the Pass since the railroad 
came through in ’98 or thereabouts. 
He never married, yet seems just as 
happy as if he had a wife to cook his 
meals and darn his socks.

Christmas Day spent in a field camp 
at Ladybrand came to an abrupt end¬ 
ing when orders were received that 
we were to move out at daybreak with 
the fresh remounts which had arrived 
to replace those worn out by trekking 
over the veldt on short rations and 
hard riding. A day or two later wo 
met up with our ever-present en¬ 
emies (though now all are friends, liv¬ 
ing under a common flag, thanks to 
Great Britain’s magnanimity to a 
brave foe) and the spirit of Christmas 
was quickly dispelled by exchange of 
rifle shots and the boom of field guns. 

But the spirit of Christmas will 
always come to the surface in the 
hearts of man the world o’er, as it 
did on Christmas Day of li)14 when 
British and German soldiers frater¬ 
nized in “No Man’s Land” and ex¬ 
changed cigarettes and conversed on 
their experiences. 

Christmas Day on the veldt, under 
the blazing noonday sun and the 
Southern Cross by night, will always 
remain as a dramatic memory of the 
days when warfare consisted of rapid 
movement and camping in a different 
spot every night as long as there were 
Boers and British on the move, each 
trying to outwit the other.—H. T. H.

Hammell rushed to The Pas and 
started the big push to beat the 
spring break-up. Enlisting all the 
teams and help available, two dia¬ 
mond drills and tons of supplies were 
transported to the property. Jackling 
sent in two young engineers, Ray¬ 
mond Brooks and Orin Peterson, to 
take charge of the drilling. With this 
initial exploration completed, came 
a three-word wire from Brooks to 
Jackling— “Hammell underestimates 
property.” 


took an option on the balance of in¬ 
terest. For doing eighteen thousand 
feet of diamond drilling, Fasken se¬ 
cured a seven per cent, interest. But 
the complex ore was a stickler, and 
again work stopped. In 1920 with 
the property again back on his hands, 
but richer with information from 
the drill cores, Hammell went to the 
Mining Corporation of Canada. Ex¬ 
perienced and aggressive, it was in¬ 
terested if Colonel William Boyce 
Thompson, millionaire New Yorker, 
would also come into the deal. Ham¬ 
mell saw him, and in 20 minutes 
Thompson was convinced of the 
merits of the property and took an 
option on a three-quarter interest, 
while the Mining Corporation took 
the other quarter. 

Not dismayed by previous 
appointments, knowing well that it 
is ore which counts in the final 
analysis and that such problems as 
metallurgical difficulties are not in¬ 
surmountable, work was resumed. 
Another big freighting job from The 
Pas, 87 miles to the Flin Flon con¬ 
fronted them. End of steel at the 
time was 574 miles from Winnipeg. 

After sinking two shafts and 
spending four hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars on the property, the option was 
dropped, with no interest retained. 
Next year, 1921, the Mining Corpor¬ 
ation made a bid and purchased the 
property outright—that is, the 68 
per cent, which was controlled by 
Hammell and the prospectors Creigh¬ 
ton, Leon Dion, John and Dan 
Mosher, the other 32 per cent being 
owned by Alex, and David Fasken. 
For this 68 per cent. Mining Corpor¬ 
ation paid, including interest, some 
six hundred thousand dollars, of which 
about four hundred thousand dollars 
went to the four prospectors who 
stuck with Hammell. 

But it was a big project to launch. 
To make a success, power would 
have to be supplied, railways built, 
as well as the mining and milling 
plants, smelter and refinery. Inde- 
fatigably the Mining Corporation, 
particularly its president, J. P. Wat¬ 
son, and its chief engineer, Scott 
Turner, later director of mines for 
the United States Government, work¬ 
ed to correlate the essential phases 
of the enterprise, if it was eventually 
to be brought into production. 

Then in 1925, the Harry Payne 
Whitney group of New York City 
optioned Mining Corporation’s inter¬ 
ests. Here, R. E. Phelan, present 
general manager of the enterprise,

Pious legend has it that St. Boniface, 
heroic early missionary to the hard-boiled 
North Germans, chopped down a sacred 
giant oak to show his challengers how 
little power their lightning-god had. He 
was not blasted down in his tracks, as 
they all expected him to be; and presently 
a little evergreen sprang up alongside the 
stump af the overthrown god-tree. That, 
the legend says, was the beginning of 
Christmas trees. 

It is a very pretty tale, but probably 
only a tale. For the same Germans who 
worshipped the oak also reverenced the 
evergreen trees, and cut down their branch¬ 
es to add to mistletoe and holly in decorat¬ 
ing their halls of feasting. There were 
Christmas trees before ever there was a 
Christmas. 


Favorites throughout the northern 
hemisphere, in lands where Christmas 
trees are used at all, are the short-needled 
spruces and firs. The "Tannenbaum" 
of the famous German song is a fir, or 
balsam. The two trees look much alike 
but are easily told apart. Firs hare 
rather soft, flattish, curved needles, and 
their cones stand up. Spruces have stiff, 
prickly needles, and their cones hang 
down. Besides these two, all kinds of 
other trees are used, though to a smaller 
extent; pines, junipers or "cedars,” abor- 
vitae, and so on. 

In the early days of forest conservation, 
the Christmas tree practice was rather 
frowned upon; but now forestry experts 
approve their use, partly as an outlet for 
little trees that have to be thinned out of

Why is Christmas Day so little in favour 
as a birthday? A child born on December 
25th soon finds that the two present¬ 
receiving occasions of the year are com¬ 
bined in one, and in later life there is a 
sense of deprivation, not to say of rank 
injustice, when birthday arid Christmas 
presents are received in one parcel. 

Visits from the stork are comparatively 
rare on December 25th.

But the 
squalid life he had led as a boy not only 
gave him the qualities which made him 
famous, they gave him another quality 
which killed him. Haunted by the fear of 
Poverty, Dickens 1 life became a furious 
drive to put him and his children beyond 
the reach of want for ever. Book after 
book came from his ceaseless pen, but 
they were not enough. In 1850 he started 
a magazine, “Household Words." He 
found that his genius as an amateur actor 
could be turned into huge sums of money 
when he toured the country giving read¬ 
ings from his own works. Those readings 
drained his vitality, and when in 1867-68 
he toured America, he was in a semi- 
fainting condition after every reading. 
He earned 8100.000 but was a broken 
man. Yet after a brief rest on his return 
to England, he started them again, and 
on June 9, 1870, he was struck down for 
the last time, at his desk, by an effusion 
of blood to the brain. And the desk was 
at a fine house, "Gadshill Place," which 
he had often gazed at forty-five years 
before—a sad little dreaming boy. and 
determined that sometime, somehow 
that fine, big house should be his own.

The toys of the children of today differ I 
vastly from those of their ancestors. But 
crude as they were, a considerable amount 
of ingenuity and fine workmanship was 
put into them. Their dolls, for instance, 
were probably everlasting; a Coptic 
specimen made in the year A.D. 500
